FOR  many  years  the  compiler  of  the  following 
pages  has  spent  many  of  his  leisure  hours 
gathering  ,and  arranging  the  materials  for  a 
genealogy  of  the  Cunningham  and  affiliated  families 
of  Antigonish,  Nova  Scotia. 

In  presenting  this  book  to  the  numerous  members 
of  the  family  he  does  so  with  a  full  consciousness  of 
its  deficiencies,  and  probably  a  considerable  portion 
of  the  descendents  of  our  common  ancestor  have  been 
unavoidable  omitted. 

He  has  simply  aimed  to  give  the  results  of  his 
labors,  in  the  hope  that  others  ‘  having  materials 
accessible,  may  be  induced  to  continue  the  list  until 
it  shall  embrace  every  descendent,  male  and  female, 
of  our  Nova  Scotian  ancestor. 

In  the  preparation  of  these  pages  every  available 
source  of  information  has  been  consulted,  and  the 
compiler  returns  thanks  to  the  many  friends  who 
have  cheerfully  aided  him,  especially  the  late  Mrs. 
Harriet  Frances  (Cunningham)  Hart,  No.  83,  who 
through  her  untiring  efforts  collected  and  wrote  the 
family  history  as  given  in  the  first  chapters  of  this 
book.  Her  sister,  the  late  Miss  Flelena  Louisa 
Cunningham,  No. 88  and  Frederick  Graham  MacAskill 
M.D.,  No.  381,  have  also  assisted  to  a  large  extent. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  compiler  eventually  to  see 
such  a  genealogy  of  the  Cunningham  family  published, 
and  in  such  form  as  will  be  a  source  of  satisfaction  to 
the  members  thereof.  He  scarcely  need  add  that 
any  information  relating  thereto  will  be  thankfully 
received.

CHAPTER  I. 


The  Origin  of  the  Surname 
Cunningham 

King  Malcolm  of  Scotland  died  in  1033.  His 
grandson  Duncan  who  succeeded  him  was  murdered 
by  Macbeth,  who  usurped  the  throne  to  the  prejudice 
of  Malcolm,  son  of  Duncan.  Prince  Malcolm  fled 
towards  England  (accompanied  by  a  man  also  named 
Malcolm,  son  of  Freskin)  who  hid  the  fugitive  in  a 
barn  by  forking  straw  over  him.  They  escaped  safely 
to  England  where  the  Prince  lived  tor  some  time  in 
exile  until,  assisted  by  the  English,  he  defeated 
Macbeth  who  was  killed  in  the  battle.  As  soon  as 
the  Prince  was  restored  to  his  Kingdom  1037,  he 
rewarded  his  faithful  Malcolm  with  the  1  hanedom 
of  Cunningham  (Koningshame)  from  which  they  took 
their  name,  and  selected  for  Arms  a  “Shake-fork,” 
with  the  motto  “Over  fork  Over.”  This  King 
Malcolm  III  (Canmore)  introduced  among  the 
Scotts  the  custom  of  giving  surnames — from  Van 
Bassen’s  History  of  the  Kings  of  Scotland. 

In  “The  Scottish  Nation”  Van  Bassen’s  account 
is  called  a  tradition — The  author  says:  Cunningham, 
a  surname  derived  from  the  northern  district  of 
Ayrshire  anciently  written  “Konigham”  ( I  eutonic) 
signifying  “regium  domicillium”  or  the  King  s  House 
or  Habitation.  The  first  of  the  name  in  Scotland 
was  one  Weinebald,  who  came  from  the  north  of 
England  in  the  beginning  of  the  12th  century  and 
settled  in  the  district  as  a  vassel  under  Hugh  de 
Morville,  Lord  High  Constable  of  Scotland,  from 
whom  he  obtained  the  Manor  of  Cunningham,  which 
comprehended  the  church  and  most  of  the  Parish  of 
Kelmaurs,  and  in  consequence  assumed  the  name  of 
the  Manor. 

The  three  brothers — John,  Richard  and  Mr’flael 
Cunningham  were  born  in  Roscommon,  Ireland, 
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emigrated  to  America,  were  wrecked  near  the  end 
of  their  voyage  and  were  soon  heard  of  in  Halifax. 
There  were  also  other  passengers  in  the  ship. 

My  father’s  brother,  Uncle  George,  who  succeeded 
his  father  John,  and  his  grandfather  the  Richard 
mentioned  above,  on  the  farm  at  Antigonish  Harbour 
had  more  opportunity  to  become  acquainted  with  the 
family  history  than  most  of  the  connections,  and  from 
him  much  ot  the  information  in  this  book  was  obtained 
in  1859.  He  told  me  that  in  the  ship  with  the 
Cunningham  brothers  were  seven  ladies,  all  relatives 
ol  theirs,  a  company  among  whom  were  the  Allisons 
and  Millers,  who  settled  about  Newport,  N.  S.  The 
McHeffeys  (Windsor)  Magees  (Aylesford)  McCormicks 
and  others  left  the  north  of  Ireland  in  1769  bound  for 
Pennsylvania,  were  disabled  on  Sable  Island  and  landed 
in  Halifax. 

Dr.  David  Allison,  President  of  the  University 
of  Mount  Allison— recently  retired — says  that  his 
great  grandfather  with  his  wife  and  nine  children 
were  in  this  ship.  It  has  been  suggested  that  the 
Cunninghams  might  have  been  in  this  vessel  but  that 
has  not  been  confirmed,  and  Sable  Island  has  been 
the  scene  of  so  many  shipwrecks  that  another  of  the 
many  passenger-ships  from  the  north  of  Ireland  may 
very  probably  have  been  caught  there. 

Dr.  Arthur  Wentworth  Eaton,  one  of  our  noted 
Provincial  Historians  says — “The  migration  of  Ulster 
Scotchmen  to  America  began  as  early  as  1636.  Per¬ 
secutions  of  Presbyterians  by  the  Bishops  of  the 
Anglican  Church  early  led  some,  including  a  few  able 
Ministers,  to  migrate  to  Boston,  where,  through  the 
influence  of  the  Rev.  Cotton  Mather  they  were  kindly 
received.  But  with  the  death  of  Queen  Ann  in  1714 
and  the  accession  of  George  I.  a  wider  migration 
began;  the  causes  were  religious  persecution  by  the 
Bishops  and  enforced  payment  of  tithes  to  the  Anglican 
Clergy,  a  system  of  oppressive  land-lordism  which 
served  to  discourage  thrift  and  enterprise  and  pro- 
hibatory  discrimination  against  the  trade  and  manu¬ 
factures  of  Ulster  in  favor  of  those  in  England.  From 
1714  till  late  in  the  18th  century  a  constant  stream 
of  Ulster  Scotchmen  flowed  into  the  American  colonies, 
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until,  it  is  estimated  a  third  of  the  population  of  this 
great  Irish  Province  had  crossed  the  Atlantic  most 
of  them  bound  for  ports  in  Pennsylvania.” 

When  the  Cunninghams  were  cast  away  they 
were  threatened  with  starvation.  Their  provisions 
were  either  exhausted  owing  to  a  long  voyage  and 
the  number  of  passengers,  or  they  had  been  destroyed 
by  the  wreck.  At  last  they  were  obliged  to  kill  a  dog 
for  food.  Not  a  sad  had  been  seen  as  they  crossed 
the  ocean  but  now  in  their  extremity  a  vessel  appeared 
bound  to  Harbour  Grace,  Nfld.  The  Captain  refused 
to  aid  the  distressed  people,  but  the  crew  locked  him 
in  the  cabin  and  rescued  the  entire  company.  Their 
ship  sank  as  the  last  boat  rowed  clear  ot  her.  They 
put  into  Halifax  where  all  were  landed  and  induced  to 
remain  in  Nova  Scotia. 

Of  the  eldest  brother,  John,  little  is  known  and 
no  date  of  his  bir  ih  or  marriage  has  been  found.  The 
theory  has  been  gradually  forming  in  my  mind  that 
he  was  many  years  older  than  Richard  or  Michael — 
that  he  had  married  in  Ireland  and  his  wile  was  with 
him  in  the  ship;  that  his  younger  brothers  had  been 
left  to  his  guardianship  and  came  to  America  with  him, 
and  that  some  of  his  sisters  accompanied  him.  There 
is  a  tradition  that  he  lived  on  the  St.  John  River  in 
New  Brunswick  and  a  John  Cunningham  is  known  to 
have  been  Superintendent  of  Indian  Affairs  there. 
This  office  may  have  required  frequent  visits,  tho  not 
a  permanent  residence  there.  In  Murdock’s  History 
of  Nova  Scotia  we  read:  ‘‘Father  Charles  Germain, 
Missionary  to  the  Indians,  having  written  to  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  (Hon.  Jonathan  Belcher)  25th. 
July  1762  from  the  St.  John  River,  acknowledging 
$200  paid  him  by  Mr.  Cunningham,  complained  of 
the  irregularities  of  the  Indians.”  In  a  Grant  of  land 
given  to  Joseph  Pernett,  June  20th,  1765  on  the  La 
H  ave  River  of  2,  400  acres,  200  acres  are  reserved 
for  John  Cunningham  and  200  acres  are  reserved  for 
Richard  Cunningham.  If  that  Richard  Cunningham 
was  my  great  grandfather  he  would  be  only  seventeen 
years  old  then,  but  many  boys  of  thirteen  years  are 
mentioned  in  our  early  history  as  having  land  allot le>l 
to  them. 
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On  June  6th,  I  769  two  negroes  in  Halifax  were 
sentenced  to  receive  twenty-five  lashes  each  at  the 
Public  Whipping  Post  for  stealing  sundry  articles 
from  John  Cunningham,  Esq.  In  1771  and  1782 
John  Cunningham  is  mentioned  as  being  in  charge 
of  Indian  Affairs. 

The  following  notice  refers  to  his  son: 

MARRIED 

“on  1  uesday  evening  22nd,  August  1809  by  Rev.  Dr. 
Gray  at  the  seat  of  Sir  John  Wentworth  Bart,  (that 
was  Princes  Lodge  a  few  miles  out  of  Halifax)  Richard 
Cunningham,  Esq.,  of  Windsor  to  Miss  Sarah  Apthorp 
Morton,  eldest  daughter  of  the  Honourable  Perez 
Morton  of  Boston  and  grand  niece  of  Lady  Went¬ 
worth.” 

In  the  list  of  students  at  Kings  College,  Windsor, 
Nova  Scotia  besides  the  name  of  John  Cunningham 
my  grandfather — before  the  charter — founded  in  1  788, 
chartered  in  1802,  there  is: 

Perez  Morton  Cunningham  1827  B.H.  1832 

and  John  Cunningham  1836 

sons  of  this  Richard. 

The  children  of  Richard  and  Sarah  Apthorp 
Morton  Cunningham  are: 

Greselda  Eastwick,  born  16th  Aug.  1810,  married 
Rev.  Joseph  Hart  Clinch  of  South  Boston,  Mass. — 
Episcopal. 

Perez  Morton,  born  May  2nd,  1812,  educated  at 
Kings  College,  was  a  prominent  man  in  Windsor,  died 
in  Windsor,  21st  Jan.  1866. 

In  Campbells  History  of  Nova  Scotia,  Page 
377.  The  following  appears  :- 

The  Commissioners  and  management  of  the 
Projected  Railways  of  Nova  Scotia  in  1834  included 
Perez  Morton  Cunningham  and  others,  with  Joseph 
Howe. 
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Francis  Sarah  Wentworth,  born 

married  Rev.  John  Storrs,  Curate  of  St.  Georges, 
Halifax,  afterwards  Rector  of  Cornwallis,  N.  S.,  died 
May  6th,  1841. 

Charlotte,  born  23rd  Dec.  1817,  married  Dr. 
Howard  Sargent  of  Boston,  Mass.,  2nd  June  1836,  died

Richard  obtained  an  important  position  in  the 
Royal  Dockyard.  He  must  have  become  acquainted 
with  Elizabeth  Day  while  visiting  his  brother  John’s 
family  in  Windsor,  or  in  intercourse  with  those  other 
families  from  Ireland  who  were  located  in  that  vicinity. 

Elizabeth  Day  was  grand-daughter  of  Dr.  George 
Day,  surgeon  in  the  Royal  Artillery,  who  came  to 
Halifax  about  the  time  that  Lord  Cornwallis  brought 
his  settlers  to  found  the  City  of  Halifax,  June  1749. 
Lord  Cornwallis’  emigrants  numbered  2,376.  In  I  736 
Dr.  Day  received  a  war  grant — a  large  tract  of  land 
in  what  is  now  the  township  of  Newport,  Hants  County 
In  1738  he  built  a  colonial  mansion  on  his  property 
and  named  the  estate  “Mantua”.  Part  of  it  is  still 
called  the  Mantua  farm.  He  was  an  active  enterpris¬ 
ing  business  man.  He  soon  had  a  number  of  schooners 
employed  trading  in  various  Ports  around  the  Bay 
of  Fundy,  and  many  larger  vessels  for  ocean  voyages. 

Dr.  Day’s  second  wife  was  Miss  Cotram,  and 
Margaret  Banbury  Day  was  their  only  child,  born 
at  Mantua  1763,  died  there  1863.  (Two  sisters  of 
this  Miss  Cotram  married  respectively  Col.  Wickworth 
Tong  and  Col.  Joseph  Scott  who  had  large  estates 
just  across  the  river  from  Mantua.) 

In  1776,  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  Dr. 
George  Day  took  a  contract  to  supply  hay  to  the 
British  Army,  which  was  hemmed  in  at  Boston.  He 
sent  on  several  cargoes,  and  then  went  with  one  him¬ 
self.  Off  Boston  the  vessel  was  struck  with  lightning 
and  was  lost  with  all  on  board. 

Elizabeth  Day’s  father  was  John  Day,  the  only 
child  of  Dr.  Day’s  fi  rst  marriage.  He  must  have  C-ci; 
a  large  boy  when  they  came  to  Nova  Scotia.  1  le  had 
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part  of  His  father’s  Mantua  property.  In  1761  John 
Day  was  chosen  by  the  first  town  meeting  to  be  one 
of  a  Committee  of  three  select  men  to  build  a  Mill 
for  the  new  settlers.  The  Mill  was  built  on  the  River 
Herbert,  a  stream  flowing  through  John  Day’s  part 
of  Mantua,  and  was  called  Day’s  Mills,  later,  Lockhart 
and  Cochran’s  Mills,  near  what  is  new  Brooklyn 
Station  on  the  Midland  Railroad.  This  was  the  first 
Mill  built  in  Nova  Scotia  after  the  expulsion  of  the 
Acadians. 

No  dates  of  John  Day’s  birth,  marriage  or  death 
are  available.  He  did  not  live  to  be  old,  but  for  many 
years  he  was  prominent  in  public  affairs.  He  was 
one  of  the  early  members  of  Parliament  1765-1769. 

The  Cunninghams  belonged  to  the  Church  of 
England.  Richard  attended  St.  Paul’s  Church  in 
Halifax.  His  name  appears  in  1780  as  one  of  a 
committee  appointed  to  provide  more  seats  in  the 
church. 

On  Oct.  1st,  1785  Richard  obtained  a  grant  of 
land  of  1000  acres  at  Antigonish  and  Mrs.  Cunningham 
received  700  acres. 

Mrs.  McColla,  whose  name  is  associated  wi  th 
Mrs.  Cunningham  in  the  grant  of  land,  was  the  wife 
of  John  McColla,  Esq.,  a  Magistrate  in  the  County 
of  Sydney.  Was  Mrs.  McColla  a  sister  of  Richa  rd 
Cunningham?

Description  in  Book  4,  page  88,  No.  368. 

1st.  Oct.  I  785  to  Richard  Cunningham. 

Warrant  of  survey  of  a  plantation  of  1 ,000  acres 
within  the  District  of  Sydney,  abutted  and  bounded 
as  follows:  Beginning  at  the  west  angle  of  lot  No.  6 
in  the  tract  granted  Col.  Timothy  Hierlihy  and  others 
at  Antigonish;  thence  N.50°  W.  225  chains;  thence 
S.40°  W.  37  chains  50  links;  thence  S.50°  E.  225 
chains;  thence  N.40"  E.  to  first  mentioned  point, 
containing  in  all  whole  1,000  acres,  with  allowance 
for  such  roads  as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

4th.  October  1  785 

To  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Cunningham  700  acres 

Mrs.  Mary  McColla  500  acres 
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Beginning  at  west  angle  of  lot  No.  6  in  tract 
granted  Lieut.  Col.  Hierlihy  and  his  corps  at  Antig¬ 
onish,  being  eastern  boundary  of  said  land  granted 
Richard  Cunningham,  Esq.;  thence  N.  50°  W.  225 
chains;  thence  N.  40°  E.  44  chains;  thence  S.50°  E 
225  chains;  thence  S.40°  W.  44  chains  to  place  of 
beginning,  containing  1200  acres,  with  allowance  for 
roads. 

They  soon  left  Halifax  to  take  possession  of  their 
plantation  at  Antigonish  Harbour.  The  first  house 
was  built  across  the  road  from  the  one  1  remember, 
nearer  the  water.  Richard  cleared  the  land,  planted 
a  garden  and  orchard;  put  up  a  saw-mill  on  the  back 
part  of  what  was  known  as  the  Sugar  Hill  Farm,  where 
so  many  fine  maple  trees  produced  an  abundance  of 
sugar — this,  some  years  later,  came  into  possession 
of  Uncle  John  Day,  then  was  sold  to  Capt.  David 
Graham.  Salmon  abounded  and  the  catching  and 
curing  of  tE_m  and  other  fish  gave  employment  to 
many  of  the  neighbours. 

In  the  previous  autumn  Lieut.  Col.  Timothy 
Wm.  Hierlihy  had  taken  up  21,600  acres  of  land — for 
himself  and  his  corps  of  eighty  eight  men — just  ad¬ 
joining.  These  would  furnish  labourers.  There  was 
a  strong  bond  of  friendship  between  the  Hierlihy  and 
Cunningham  families,  both  being  from  Ireland. 

It  was  probably  at  the  time  of  this  removal  to 
Antigonish  that  the  family  was  somewhat  scattered. 
John  and  Mary — the  eldest  son  and  daughter  being 
sent  to  Newport  to  live  for  a  while  with  their  grand¬ 
father,  John  Day;  while  Michael,  the  third  child, 
remained  in  Halifax  with  his  aunt,  Mrs.  Mercer.  Was 
she  a  Cunningham  and  one  of  the  seven  ladies  who 
accompanied  them  from  Ireland?  1  here  were  Mercers 
living  in  Halifax  the  first  summer  of  the  settlement 
1749.  James  F.  Mercer  was  one  of  Lord  Cornwallis’ 
Council.  Their  meetings  were  held  on  board  the 
ship  Beaufort  till  building  could  be  erected.  Mercer 
was  a  Lieut-Col.  who  had  been  in  command  at 
Louisburg. 

Three  children  were  still  left  to  go  with-/ their 
parents  to  Antigonish — the  twins,  Richard  and 


Elizabeth  aged  4\  years,  and  William  Robert  20 
months  old,  that  is  at  the  date  of  the  Grant. 

In  1784  Guysborough  or  Chedabucto  as  the 
Indians  called  it  was  settled  by  Navy  and  Army 
Officers  with  their  wives,  children  and  servants;  also 
a  large  number  of  disbanded  soldiers  of  all  ranks.  In 
1786  all  the  eastern  portion  of  Nova  Scotia  including 
what  are  now  the  Counties  of  Antigonish  and  Guys¬ 
borough  was  set  apart  from  the  large  tract  known  as 
Halifax  County  into  the  County  of  Sydney.  Richard 
Cunningham  was  one  of  the  Magistrates  appointed 
to  attend  to  the  public  business  which  for  some  years 
was  transacted  in  Guysborough,  all  the  official  men 
coming  from  Antigonish  for  that  purpose.  At  first 
they  probably  came  by  water,  then  when  a  path  was 
made  through,  the  forty  miles  would  be  a  horseback 
ride.  Richard’s  name  first  appears  among  the  pre¬ 
siding  justices  at  the  Court  of  Session  October  1  1th, 
1788.  He  also  had  a  special  license  to  perfrom  the 
marriage  ceremony,  several  of  such  instances  are 
recorded — two  are  as  follows: 

This  is  to  Certify  that  on  this  day  the  27th  of 
M  arch  1 797,  I  solemnized  the  Rights  of  Matrimony 
between  Solomon  James  Lovegrove  and  Eunice 
McKeough  both  of  the  settlement  of  Dorchester  in 
the  County  of  Sydney. 

Richard  Cunningham. 

A  true  copy  taken  from  the  original  and  entered 
on  record  this  9th  day  of  May  Ad  Domini  1  797. 

Thomas  Cutler,  Clerk  of  the  Peace. 

Copy  of  a  certificate  from  Richard  Cunningham, 
Esq.,  of  Antigonish  or  Dorchester. 

This  is  to  certify  that  on  the  3rd  day  of  this 
instant  I,  the  subscriber,  did  by  Commission  so.emnize 
matrimony  conformable  to  the  rules  of  the  Book  of 
Common  prayer  as  by  law  established,  between  Mr. 
Benjamin  Ogden  and  Miss  Cornelia  Hierlihy  both  of 
this  place,  Dorchester.

Richard’s  family  bible — in  two  volumes — is  now 
(1913)  in  Halifax,  at  George  Hart’s,  30  Kent  St.,  his 
great  grandson.  The  family  record  is  in  his  hand¬ 
writing  and  a  long  quotation  from  Payson  on  the  fly¬ 
leaf. 

He  lived  till  my  father  was  fifteen  years  old  and 
often  entertained  the  family  with  recollections  of  his 
early  life  in  Ireland.  He  seemed  to  recall  with  great 
delight  the  sport  they  used  to  have  fishing  for  salmon 
in  the  River  Shannon. 

My  father  remembered  seeing  in  his  grandfather’s 
collection,  books  containing  the  Coat  of  Arms  of  the 
Day  family.  Part  of  the  device  was  the  sun  just  rising. 

After  some  years  Mrs.  Cunningham’s  health 
failed  and  finally  she  went  to  Halifax  for  special 
medical  treatment.  She  died  there  14th  of  Feb.  1801 
and  is  interred  in  St.  Paul’s  Cemetery  opposite  Gov¬ 
ernment  House.  Her  eldest  son,  John,  my  grand¬ 
father,  had  been  married  then  about  1  $  years,  and  his 
son,  John  Day  was  eight  months  old.  1  hey  had  all 
been  living  together,  probably  on  account  of  Mrs. 
Cunningham’s  ill  health. 

The  second  house,  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
road,  was  built  in  1814.  Uncle  George  was  born  there 
about  a  week  after  the  removal. 

Richard  died  20th  of  October  1823  and  was 
interred  in  the  family  burial  place  near  the  first 
orchard  he  had  set  out.  He  lived  seventy-five  years. 

Michael  Cunningham,  born  19th  Peb.  1756. 

The  youngest  of  the  three  brothers. Born  at 
Roscommon,  Ireland.  Died  at  Antigonish  Harbour 
30th  July  1815. 

Pie  must  have  been  quite  young  at  the  time  of 
their  shipwreck,  but  their  extreme  peril  so  impressed 
him  that  in  his  petitions  for  Divine  help,  he  must  hay 
made  a  vow  never  to  forget  the  Almighty  Power  wh'  h 
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only  could  send  them  aid  and  take  them  from  the 
treacherous  sands  and  surf  of  Sable  Island  to  a  safe 
landing  on  the  American  Continent,  for,  during  the 
remainder  of  his  life,  he  conscientiously  observed  an 
annual  day  of  fasting  and  prayer  in  commemoration 
of  tl  leir  great  deliverance. 

His  occupation  at  the  Royal  Dockyards  has  not 
been  ascertained,  though  he  is  said  to  have  had  some 
position  there,  as  well  as  his  brother  Richard.  One 
day  when  in  a  ship  cruising  off  the  harbour  they  were 
captured  by  a  French  privateer.  Michael  was  taken  to 
France  and  kept  there  in  confinement  for  two  years, 
then  it  is  said  he  was  exchanged  and  pensioned.  Fie 
improved  his  time  by  studying  the  language  of  the 
country  and  when  he  returned  to  Nova  Scotia  he 
brought  with  him  a  number  of  French  books.  I  have 
one  of  them  with  his  autograph  in  his  excellent  hand¬ 
writing.  He  wore  silver  shoe  and  knee  buckles.  I 
have  one  of  those  also.  Fie  crossed  the  Atlantic  from 
France  to  New  York.  Then  he  united  to  a  Baptist 
Ch  urch  and  become  engaged  to  a  young  lady  who 
died  soon  after,  and  he  never  married. 

A  book  of  his  poems  in  manuscript,  one  of 
sermons  and  another  of  copied  music  are  still  kept  in 
the  family.  Herbert  Cunningham,  now  of  Providence 
R.  I. — Uncle  Frank’s  son — has  the  music  book. 

hrom  New  York  he  went  to  Antigonish  and  spent 
the  remainder  of  his  life  there  with  his  brother  Richard. 
He  taught  a  Private  School,  helped  about  the  farm, 
particularly  in  the  garden  and  orchard,  made  himself 
useful  and  beloved.  He  conducted  a  service  for 
children  on  Sunday  afternoon,  a  sort  of  Sunday-school. 
Some  of  his  brothers’  children  were  still  at  home,  and 
eight  of  his  nephew  John’s  'children  were  born  before 
Uncle  Michael  passed  away  from  earth.  At  this 
service  the  children  repeated  portions  of  scripture 
selections  from  the  Church  of  England  Prayer  Book, 
and  many  of  the  standard  hymns  of  the  day.  Michael 
must  also  have  officiated  at  a  Sunday  service  tor 
adults.  Ministers  were  few,  there  were  no  roads  in 
many  directions  to  get  to  the  very  few  churches  in 
these  new  communities,  someone  was  needed  to  supply 
the  want.  The  written  sermons  he  left  were  proU'J  ly 
prepared  for  these  occasions.

A  family  burial  ground  had  been  set  apart  before 
this  time,  not  far  from  the  first  orchard,  opposite  the 
house  now  standing,  Richard’s  youngest  child, 
Amelia  Ann,  must  have  been  the  first  to  be  interred 
there,  when  16  months  old,  in  1799.  Next,  William 
Robert,  Richard’s  son,  in  1  802 ;  aged  1  8  years;  and  then 
Uncle  Michael’s  useful  earthly  life  terminated,  at  the 
comparatively  early  age  of  59  years. 

When  the  property  on  which  the  first  house  stood 
was  sold  to  the  Bigelows,  it  was  with  the  reserve  to 
the  Cunningham’s  forever  of  this  burial  ground  and 
a  road  way  to  the  shore. 


CHAPTER  II. 


2nd  GENERATION 

John  Cunningham  was  the  eldest  child  of 
Richard  and  Elizabeth  Day  Cunningham  born  in 
Halifax  27th.  on  April  1776;  married  in  Antigonish 
to  Ruth  Amelia  Irish,  8th  September,  1799  and 
died  at  Antigonish  Harbour  17th  October  1847. 
He  received  his  early  education  in  Halifax  and  later 
went  to  Newport,  N.  S.  with  his  sister  Mary  to  live  for 
a  few  years  with  his  grandfather  John  Day.  It  seems 
porbable  that  this  was  at  the  time  of  his  father’s 
removal  to  Antigonish.  The  Grant  of  land  there  is 
dated  Oct.  1st  1  785,  and,  as  there  were  then  six  young 
children  in  the  family,  the  immediate  relatives  prob¬ 
ably  decided  to  lighten  their  burdens  by  caring  for 
some  of  the  older  ones  till  a  new  home  in  an  unsettled 
part  of  the  Country  could  be  established. 

When  King’s  College  at  Windsor  was  opened  in 
1788  John  continued  his  studies  there.  His  name 
appears  in  the  list  of  “students  before  the  charter’’ 
1802.  After  this  he  went  to  his  father  in  Antigonish 
Harbour.  He  married  Ruth  Amelia,  youngest  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Levi  Ir'sh.  She  was  born  in  Falmouth,  N.  S., 
28th  April  1777.  Her  father  had  removed  to  Nova 
Scotia  from  Eittle  Compton,  R.  1.  bringing  ins  yjie 
and  some  children.  Her  mother,  Hannah  (Church) 
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Irish,  died  when  she  was  an  infant  and  her  sister  Lydia, 
Mrs.  Lockhart,  cared  for  her  during  her  earliest  years. 
Then  she  and  her  sister  Mary  went  to  Antigonish 
Harbour  to  live  with  their  brother  Edward  who  resided 
at  the  Town  Point,  where  he  had  a  good  property  and 
a  fine  large  house. 

The  marriage  was  to  have  taken  place  a  year 
previous  but  Mrs.  Edward  Irish  interfered  and  delay¬ 
ed  it,  not  that  she  objected  to  John  Cunningham,  but 
she  was  a  gay  wcman,  fond  of  entertaining,  and  her 
young  children  required  oversight,  so  she  found  it 
difficult  to  spare  her  trustworthy  sister-in-law — Ruth 
Amelia.  Mrs.  Irish  was  the  widow  of  an  officer  when 
she  married  Edward  Irish  and  had  been  accustomed 
to  gay  society.  Mr.  Irish  approved  of  his  sister’s 
en§agement  and  probably  took  her  part  eventually. 
The  ceremony  took  place  in  the  Village,  whither  they 
went  in  a  boat,  and  returning,  landed  just  below  the 
house  (his  father  s)  which  was  their  home  for  the  next 
1 5  years.  1  lien  the  house  now  standing  was  built 
and  they  moved  across  the  road. 

Mrs.  Irish  soon  came  to  call  on  the  bride  and  all 
went  well.  The  marriage  was  an  ideal  one.  They 
were  life  long  lovers.  Mrs.  Cunningham  was  a 
woman  of  superior  character  and  intellect,  a  noted 
house-keeper,  and  very  much  beloved  by  all  who 
knew  her. 

The  re  was  then  very  little  of  the  life  and  power 
of  religion  manifested  in  the  churches  near,  so  when 
the  Baptists  came  to  Antigonish  with  their  personal 
glowing  testimony  to  the  truths  of  the  Gospel,  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Cunningham  welcomed  them  and  united 
with  them.  No  doubt  the  exemplary  life  of  Uncle 
M  ichael  was  a  powerful  factor  in  determining  this 
choice. 

In  1827  their  second  son,  William  Llenry,  a  very 
promising  young  man  was  killed  while  overseeing  a 
number  of  men  who  were  getting  logs  down  a  mountain 
to  the  saw  mill.  1  he  men  had  been  drinking  and 
were  incapable  of  working  properly  and  William  was 
caught  and  crushed  by  logs.  He  had  always  been  a 
thoughtful  boy,  and,  after  his  death,  several  hymns 
and  prayers  carefully  copied  were  found  in  his  pockets. 
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The  evils  ol  intemperance  were  so  clearly  manifested 
in  the  cruel  sacrifice  of  the  bright  young  life,  that  his 
lather  wrote  a  temperance  pledge  which  circulated 
among  the  neighbours  and  signed  by  many  of  them. 

ns  was  probably  the  first  Temperance  Society  in 
eastern  Nova  Scotia. 


John  Cunningham  was  Major  in  the  Militia 
and  was  called  Major  Cunningham”  by  every  one. 
As  1  remember  him  (I  was  nearly  twelve  years  old 
when  he  died)  he  was  an  active  energetic  man,  not 
unlike  my  father.  He  used  to  drive  to  Guysborough 
several  times  in  a  year,  the  distance  was  about  45 
miles,  bringing  Grandma  or  some  of  the  family,  and 
frequently  taking  back  one  or  more  of  the  grand¬ 
children  as  four  of  his  children  were  then  resident 
!yi Guysborough  El i z a ,  Edward,  Harried  and  Herbert 
When  we  would  ask  Grandma  at  what  time  she  was 
coming  to  visit  us  in  Guysborough?  she  would  reply: 

In  March  when  the  days  are  longer  and  the  sleighing 
is  good.  In  808  the  year  of  my  father’s  birth 
Grandpa  was  elected  to  the  Legislature  for  Sydney 
County  This  was  to  fill  the  seat  made  vacant  by 
the  death  at  Halifax,  while  the  House  was  in  session, 
of  his  brother-in-law  Edward  Irish  who  died  after  a 
short  Hness  and  was  buried  in  St.  Paul’s  Cemetery, 
lii  1815  he  was  chosen  M.P.P.  again  for  the  County. 

lie  tci rn  ol  office  was  usually  four  years. 


vChen  Uncle  George  was  married  Jan.  23  1838 
he  brought  his  wife  to  the  homestead,  and  the  farm 
work  gradually  passed  into  his  hands.  Uncle  Frank 
ater  had  a  share  of  the  farm  and  built  a  house  for 
himself  neady  opposite  that  of  his  father-in-law,  Capt. 
David  Graham. 


During  the  latter  part  of  his  life  Grandpa  was 
Registrar  of  Deeds  in  Antigonish.  Every  morning 

in-  dr^-Ve  tlie  six  miles  from  kis  home  to  the  Village. 
His  office  was  in  Arron  Harrington’s  Store.  When  I 
visited  the  Harbour  when  Aunt  Grace  (Mrs.  Reuben 
Hart)  was  still  at  home,  previous  to  1847,  she  often 
took  me  with  her  when  driving.  We  would  call  to 
see  Grandpa  in  his  office  and  pay  a  visit  to  Aum 
Symonds  or  to  some  of  Aunt  Grace’s  many  cousfiis 
who  had  homes  near;  drive  up  to  the  end  of  Main 
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Street  to  Rev.  John  Widden’s— he  was  their  pastor — 
or  attended  to  shopping  and  errands  for  the  family. 
On  other  days  I  would  accompany  her  through  the  fields 
to  her  Uncle  Michael’s  and  I  would  be  in  great  dread 
of  the  numerous  grasshoppers  that  were  enjoying  the 
summer  weather.  Many  mornings  we  would  go  to 
the  garden  which  seemed  to  me  to  be  acres  in  extent 
and  pick  red  currants  for  jelly  or  for  tea,  or  gather  up 
apples  that  had  fallen,  to  be  made  into  puddings  or  pies 
or  into  apple  sauce  to  accompany  the  waffles,  baked  in 
the  long  handled  irons  on  a  bed  of  coals  in  the  great 
fire  place.  From  that  garden  and  the  orchard  many 
barrels  of  apples,  plums  and  vegetables  were  shipped 
yearly  to  Newfoundland.  One  tree  that  I  especially 
admired  had  been  grafted  and  bore  large  green  apples, 
and  small  bright  coloured  crab  apples  on  the  other 
side.  Grandma  was  an  enthusiast  in  gardening.  How 
she  would  have  delighted  in  Burbank’s  experiments. 
She  often  compared  horticultural  ideas  with  Rev. 
Robt.  Trotter,  Presbyterian  Minister  at  the  Village. 
He  frequently  received  choice  fruit,  cuttings  and  seeds 
from  Scotland  and  always  shared  with  his  friends 
at  the  Harbour. 

A  pleasant  excursion  in  which  I  often  shared  was 
to  spend  a  long  summer  afternoon  at  Mrs.  Augustus 
Ogden’s,  a  few  miles  away,  on  the  road  to  Cape 
George.  Miss  Fanny  Blierlihy — Mrs.  Ogden’s  sister — 
lived  with  them.  The  grandchildren  were  Cornelia, 
Augusta  (both  still  living  in  Antigonish  Village)  and 
Benjamin.  They  had  the  first  rocking-horse  I  ever 
saw.  There  were  holes  in  the  saddle  where  two 
homes  could  be  inserted  to  make  it  correct  for  young 
ladies  to  ride.  There  were  many  cliffs  of  gypsum  on 
this  property  and  it  was  delightful  to  explore  for  caves. 
One  ol  these  of  fair  size  was  utilized  by  Mrs.  Ogden 
for  cold  storage.  If  I  remember  correctly  ice  remained 
in  the  far  recesses  all  summer.  It  was  found  very 
convenient  as  a  dairy  and  general  refrigerator.  Both 
Grandma  and  Grandpa  were  always  so  delighted  to 
welcome  us  in  our  frequent  visits  to  the  farm.  From 
the  end  window  in  the  parlour  they  could  see  any 
carriage  approaching  and  would  hasten  to  the*  door 
to  greet  us,  making  us  leel  as  if  our  coming  >>as  the 
greatest  possible  pleasure.  Grandpa  sulfered  tiom 
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asthma  and  as  he  grew  older  he  often  had  to  pass  the 
night  on  the  large  sofa  in  the  parlour,  unable  to  lie 
down.  He  was  a  man  of  attractive,  genial  disposition, 
gentlemanly  in  manner,  educated  and  pious,  a  man 
of  influence,  respected  by  all  classes.  He  was  deacon 
in  the  Baptist  Church  for  a  great  many  years.  He 
always  conducted  family  worship  three  times  a  day — 
before  breakfast,  at  the  dinner  table  before  rising, 
and  at  9  p.m.  when  all  the  members  oi  the  family  were 
expected  to  be  present.  1  o  be  thought  old  enough 
to  remain  up  for  evening  prayer  made  one  feel  quite 
important.  His  home  was  noted  for  hospitality  and 
was  always  open  to  Ministers  of  all  denominations,  to 
friends  passing  by  that  way,  yes,  and  to  strangers  also. 
When  the  “Gulran”  was  surveying  the  Harbour  and 
Bay  of  Antigonish,  Capt.  Orlebar,  Lieut.  Hancock  and 
other  officers  were  very  frequent  guests,  and  became 
valued  friends. 

He  died  very  suddenly  at  the  age  of  71  years.  He 
had  just  recovered  from  an  attack  of  fever  contracted 
from  Irish  immigrants.  He  had  been  appointed 
Immigration  Agent  and  had  an  out  building  fitted  up 
to  accommodate  those  who  were  obliged  to  rest  en 
route  for  their  destination.  On  that  Sunday  morning 
Oct.  17th  1847,  he  did  not  feel  sufficiently  strong  to 
undertake  the  ride  of  six  miles  to  church  in  the 
Village.  After  breakfast  he  went  from  the  parlour 
to  sit  beside  the  kitchen  fire,  where  the  large  old 
fashioned  fire  place,  well  supplied  with  fuel,  was  send¬ 
ing  out  its  cheering  warmth  on  the  autumn  air.  'He 
laid  his  bible  on  a  chair,  open  where  he  had  been  read¬ 
ing  the  103rd.  Psalm,  took  the  tongs  to  replace  a 
brand,  fell  b  ack  and  was  gone  from  earth.  A  special 
messenger  was  sent  to  Guysborough  to  inform  us  all 
of  our  great  loss.  Our  family  was  returning  from  the 
evening  service,  coming  down  “Jost’s  Hill”,  when  the 
man  met  us  and  told  father  the  sad  news.  At  his 
funeral,  which  was  very  largely  attended,  the  Roman 
Cathol  ic  Bishop-Fraser,  with  the  Ministers  of  the 
Baptist,  Presbyterian  and  Anglican  Churches  walked 
in  the  procession,  probably  met  them  a  short  distance 
out  of  the  Village.  1  he  neighbours  requested  per 
mission  to  carry  his  body  from  his  home  to  the  cen*-;t~ 
ery,  the  whole  six  miles.  Relays  of  men  took  turns 
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in  carrying  the  bier,  many  of  these  were  Roman 
Catholics. 

Grandma  suffered  from  rheumatism,  particularly 
in  her  hands.  Her  fingers  became  quite  misshapen, 
but  she  was  always  busy.  She  continued  to  make 
her  home  with  Uncle  George,  delighting  in  his  children 
and  teaching  them  many  useful  things.  She  passed 
on  to  the  Better  Life  on  Friday,  March  13th,  1837, 
having  almost  attained  her  80th  year.  I  was  then 
visiting  at  Aunt  Randall’s  in  Little  River,  now  Bay- 
field.  The  sad  intelligence  was  received  there  early 
on  Saturday  morning  and  several  of  the  relatives 
drove  to  the  Harbour  that  afternoon — partly  on  the 
ice.  I  went  with  James  Randall  and  Mary  Hulbert 
whom  he  afterwards  married.  We  drove  directly  to 
the  hotjse,  but  as  so  many  of  the  family  were  coming 
from  their  various  homes  to  pay  the  last  tribute  of 
respect  tc  one  so  greatly  beloved,  most  ot  the  younger 
ones  went  ot  the  Village  and  were  quartered  there. 
We  then  drove  oh  after  our  sad  call,  to  West  River  and 
remained  for  the  night  at  Mrs.  James  I  hompson’s. 
We  proceeded  to  the  Harbour  in  the  morning  and  took 
our  place  among  the  grandchildren  in  the  long  funeral 
train. 

The  family  being  about  equally  divided  between 
Antigonish  and  Guysborough  it  became  a  custom 
to  have  reunions  between  the  two  towns,  once  in  winter 
and  once  in  summer  at  Mrs.  Kelly’s,  Roman  Valley. 
We  took  well  filled  baskets  with  us  and  greatly  enjoyed 
the  day.  Mrs.  Kelly  felt  bereaved  indeed  when 
Grandma  died.  She  said:  “Shure  my  heart  is  as 
black  as  my  shawl.” 

Grandpa  and  Grandma  were  first  interred  in 
the  burial  ground  surrounding  the  Baptist  Church. 
When  the  public  Cemetery  was  opened  they  were 
removed  there. 

MICHAEL 

the  third  child  of  Richard  and  Elizabeth  Day  Cun¬ 
ningham,  born  in  Llalifax,  19th  April  1779;  died  at 
Antigonish  Harbour,  April  4th,  1864.  When  his 
parents  removed  to  Antigonish  Harboui  Mj>  mu 4 
went  to  live  with  his  Aunt — Mrs.  Mercer — in  1  lalifax. 


He  was  brought  up  by  her.  He  married  Mary  Mercer 
°f  Halifax.  His  Aunt  Mercer  left  him  in  her  Will 
one  hundred  pounds  sterling.  Later  he  removed  to 
Antigonish  Harbour,  got  land  from  the  Grant  either 
from  his  father  or  his  brother  John,  and  built  a 
house.  He  became  blind  towards  the  close  of  his  life. 

T  he  children  were — Richard  who  died  at  Hill 
Grove,  Annapolis.  He  was  a  Baptist  Minister.  Had 
one  son  who  was  a  dentist  in  St.  John,  N.  B.  Jane, 
married  Joseph  Fernal  of  Antigonish.  She  was  a  very 
handsome  woman.  They  had  three  children — Mary, 
Thomas  and  William.  f  hey  removed  to  Ontario, 
took  up  land,  and  made  money  by  railways.  Died  1  864 

Ann  never  married,  died  in  Antigonish. 

Henry  married  Nancy  Pushie  of  Antigonish, 
removed  to  Merigomish  where  he  died,  June  1864. 

Ldward  Irish  Cunningham  went  to  Guysborough 
in  Sept.  1823  and  spent  that  winter  with  his  brother- 
in-law,  Francis  Cook.  In  May  1824,  when  just  six¬ 
teen  years  old,  he  entered  the  employ  of  Robert  M. 
Cutler.  The  business  in  Guysborough  was  varied  by 
summer  residence  on  Canso  Island,  and  trips  as  super¬ 
cargo  to  St.  John,  N.  B.,  and  St.  Johns,  Nfld.  In  the 
Spring  of  1832  he  returned  from  Newfoundland  with 
goods  on  his  account,  opened  a  general  store,  had  the 
Post  Office  given  into  his  charge,  and  was  married.' 
Soon  after  this  he  and  his  wife  joined  the  Methodist 
Church — a  step  which  involved  much  controversy 
and  persecution  for  Mrs.  Cunningham,  but  which 
neither  ever  regretted.  Both  were  zealous  and  useful 
in  the  Church.  Mr.  Cunningham  being  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  the  Sunday-School  and  Circuit  Stewart  for 
many  years,  and  alwsy  keeping  open  house  for  the 
changing  Methodist  Ministers.  He  was  early  ap¬ 
pointed  a  Magistrate;  was  Custos  for  a  long  time — 
engaged  in  ship  building,  launching  the  schooners 
“Agnes,  Chedabucto,  Lady  Sail,  Elizabeth,  Sylph, 
Mars,  Uncle  Tom,  Magnet  and  Walrus”  and  the 
Brigantines  “Chedabucto  and  Lady  Sail.”  He  estab¬ 
lished  the  first  packet  service  to  Halifax.  Like  his 
father  he  was  genial  and  hospitable,  welcoming  new 
comers  to  the  town  and  helping  any  in  difficulty.  So 
many  women,  bereft  of  their  husbands,  and  not  versed 
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in  legal  affairs  came  to  him  for  counsel,  that  the  family 
used  playfully  to  call  him  “the  widow’s  lawyer.’’  The 
Post  Office  was  in  his  charge  for  fifty-five  years.  Death 
came  to  him  suddenly.  He  went  down  town  on  the 
morning  of  March  3rd,  1887  in  his  characteristic  way 
taking  mail  that  was  in  the  Post  Office  to  hand  to 
neighbours  as  he  passed.  He  attended  to  some  bus¬ 
iness  and  returned  home.  He  began  to  complain  of 
distress  about  his  heart  and  soon  passed  out  of  time, 
aged  nearly  seventy-nine  years. 

His  death  broke  Mrs.  Cunningham’s  hold  on  life. 
She  bravely  tried  to  rally  and  in  September  went  on  to 
New  York  to  spend  the  winter  with  two  of  her  daugh¬ 
ters,  but  joined  her  husband  in  the  Better  Land,  Nov. 
23th,  1887.  She  was  brought  home  to  Guysborough 
where  she  was  interred  Dec.  14th.  She  was  a  woman 
of  unusual  ability,  taking  a  very  prominent  part  in 
affai  rs  of  the  Church  and  the  Community.  The  Wilds 
were  noted  for  cultivated  musical  talent  and  were  in 
demand  for  church  choirs  and  public  entertainments. 
She  was  treasurer  of  the  Ladies  Branch  of  the  Bible 
Society  from  1839  till  her  death;  and  the  Benevolent 
Society,  Ladies  Aid,  Temperance  and  Missionary 
Work  all  claimed  her  help.  To  her  family  she  was  a 
model  in  e^ery  respect.

Elizabeth  Day,  was  the  daughter  of  John  Day, 
Esq.,  M.P.P.  of  Newport,  N.  S.  and  grand  daughter 
of  Dr.  George  Day,  Surgeon  in  the  Royal  Artillery  who 
came  to  Nova  Scotia  about  1749. 

Elizabeth  received  a  grant  of  700  Acres  of  land  at 
Antigonish  Harbour. 

Richard  received  a  grant  of  1  000  acres,  Oct.  1 ,  1  783. 

Richard  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  during  1  788. 

An  anecdote  is  told  that  Michael  Cunningham 
said  that  he  would  not  cut  off  his  queue  until  Napoleon 
Bonaparte  was  beaten,  and  when  he  heard  of  Napo¬ 
leon’s  defeat  he  was  seen  running  across  the  fields  with 
his  queue  in  his  hand  and  waving  it  over  his  head. 
This  was  probably  the  last  queue  worn  in  Anti¬ 
gonish.  Queues  went  out  of  style  about  1800.
